As originally proposed, the Norris 
amendment would have prohibited 
the sale of distilled Nquors and the 
manufacture of wine, except for ex- 
port, after next June 30, and the 
manufacture of beer three months 
{after the agricultural bill became a 
law. The sale of wine, however, 
would not have beeh stopped. 

Under the amendment as re 
today, the removal of distilled spir- 
its held in bond would be prohib- 
ited after January 1, except under 
regulations prescribed by the, Com- 
missioner of Interna) Revenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the 


treasury. The commissioner algo; 


would prescribe regulations for the 
sale and distribution of wine for sac- 
ramental, médicinal and other non- 
beverage purposes. 

The changes had been discussed 
for a number of days, so that when 
the committee met today, action was 
practically by unanimous consent 
without a record vote. 

By fixing a definite date after 
which the sale would be prohibited 
of all intexicating liquors, members 
of the committee believe that any 
charge of discrimination would be 
avoided. They say wine srowers 
would be enabled to dispose of this 
year’s crop, while brewers. could 
make use of their entire supply of 
malt.

In the German 
rear areas a fire occurred at Mes- 
nil St. Georges and a heavy explo- 
sion between Faverolles and Etelfay 
during the night. 

In the Colmar sector on July 2, 3 
and 4 patrolling and raiding ac- 
tivities were marked on both sides.

A party of forty 
men,’ supported by automatic rifle 
fire, approached our wire and threw 
a large number of grenades, none of 
which reached our.trenches, Our 
machine gun d automatic rifle 
fire, and particularly the flanking fire 
of one of our machine guns, forced 
the party to withdraw. Our artillery 
co-operated tn forcing the with- 
drawal. Our own patrols operated 
this night without incident. 


SLIGHT ACTIVITY. 


On the night of July‘2-3, no Ger- 
man patro!] approached our lines, but 
one of. his parties of about 25 was 
driven back by one of our patrols. 

In Lorraine, between July 3 and 4, 
our own troops furnished most of 
whatever activity there was to re- 
port.

GERMANS PAY TRIBUTE. 


An indication of what the Ger- 
man army thinks of the fighting 
ability of the Americans is given 
by & copy of an intelligence report 
of the (deleted) German army, | 
which has just been obtained. The 
report, describing the fighting on the 
Marne, refers tc the (deleted) 
American division as a very good 
éne, “almost an attacking division,” 
and adds that the nerves of the 
Americans have not yet been shaken. 
The German fire, the report says, 
had been unable to affect the 
morale of the Americans, who only 
lacked the necessary émstructions to 
make them serious adversaries. 

Prisoners taken by the Germans, 
the ré@pcrt states, were physically 
well bullt, and were aged from 18 
to 28 years. Their characteristic ut- 
terance is quoted as “We kill or are 
killed.” 

MUM'S THE WORD. 


The report adds that it is impos- 
sible to obtain military information 
from the Americans, and that they 
rarely will indicate the positions 
they occupied in the line. 

In general the report declares the 
Americans make a good impression. 
Fcr the moment they continue to 
consider their part in the war as 
that of “big brothers’ who - had 
come to Europe to assist their little 
brothers” and the latter’s “mothers 
and sisers,"’ Dut also declare that 
they had come overseas to,fight for 
thelr country. 

Most of the Americans, the docu- 
ment adds, are of foreign extrac- 
tion, “demi-American” it. calls them, 
but it admits that their spirit and 
fighting qualities are remarkable. 

GERMANS TIRED, DESERT.

WASHINGTON, July* 4.—An 
American military expedition into 
Siberia, in co-operation with Japan 
and probably, with England and 
France, for the purpose of safe- 
guarding that great territory and 
counteracting German aggressior im, 
Russia, is a probability of the near 
future, in the opinion of many stu- 
dents of the world situation. 

Kerensky’s sudden reappearance 
with a demand for, Allied “recon- 
struction” of Russia, and the grow- 
ing demand both in Japan and in 
Europe for some decisive_action in 


. Siberia, make this increasingly ap- 


parent. The only thing Which has 
prevented Japanese intervention in 
Siberia thus far is the refusal of 
the United States to countenance 
such a move. But both the demand 
and the need for some action by way 
LOf the Far East have now become so 
strong that America will probably 
have to let Japan act alone or else 
act in. co-operation with her. 

For a number of yeasons, co- 
Qperative action on the part of these 
two nations, and probably also the 
Entente Allies,-seems to offer the 
best solution of the problem. 

INTERVENTION URGED. 


To make it clear how. Siberia has 
become a factor of the first im- 
portance in the world war, the steps 
leading to that state of affairs must 
be considered chronologically. Some 
months ago a suggestion appeared 
in newspapers al, over the world 
that. Japan ought to intervene in 
Siberla-to safekuard the supplies 
which had been landed at Viadi- 
vostok for the use of the Russians 
and which had lain there ever since 
because of the lack of adequate rail- 
way facilities to move them to the 
eastern front. It was also pointed 
out that several hundred thousand 
German and Austrian prisoners were 
confined in Stberia, and that. sirice 
the collapse of Russia, these might 
obtain their freedom, and become a 
formidable German force in the 


One of the first developments fol-“ 
lowing this suggestion, was a refusal 
by the United States to countenance 
such a move on the part of Japan. 
A little later it became known that 
both the French and English gov-| 
ernments favored Japanese interven- 
tion in Siberia. The Japanese at- 
titude was then said to be that 
Japan stood ready to intervene in 
Siberia. but would not doe so unless 
the United States wished it. 

Japan's readiness for the move 
was confirmed by the fact, not gen- 
erally known, that she had three 
army divisions mobilized for the pur- 
pose. The size of the force is not 
without its significance. Three army 
divisions are about 45,000 troops. 
Such a force could occupy and police 
the country, but would c®rtainly not 
be sufficient for any aggressive ac- 
tion against Germany. 

AMERICA PREVENTS. 


That is t way the situation re- 
mains today,’ s5 far as the attitudes 
of the powers are concerned—Japan 
ready and willing to go in at a 
word, France and England wiling to 
let her, and the United States stead- 
fastly refusing consent. The mo- 
tives back of these various attitudes 
have never been adequately ana- 


eral public, the great significance of 
the Siberian situation remains un- 
known. 

Several good reasons may be as- 


government to let Japan enter Si- 
beria. In the first place, the alleged 
military necessity for such a move, in 
order to safeguard the supplies and 
prisoners in Siberia, is said by many 
authorities not to exist. The sup- 
plies are separated from Germany 
by 6000 miles of badly disordered 
railroad and are hardly worth what 
intervention would cost. The 
prisoners are without arms: or sup- 
plies, and could not possibly organ- 
ize themselves into an effective fight- 
ing force. These alleged reasons for 
intervention are considered insuffi- 
cient, and have now practically een 
forgotten. 

The most important reason ‘why 
the United States cannot permit 
Japan to enter Siberia alone ts the 
aversion of the Russian people and 
of the” Chinese people to such a 
move. The United States is in this 
war for the announced purpose of 
supporting democracy and self-deter- 
mination of peoples. Russia and 
hina are the two greatest: democ- 
rracies in the world, and are both 
now in the most critical stages «f 
their evolution as such. 

The Russians fear Japanese inter- 
vention in Siberia would mean the 
gaining of a permanent foothold in 
that country by Japan. In their 
view of the case, Japanese aggres- 
sion im Siberia would mean the 
crushing of Ruasia. 


MISGUIDED VIEWS. 


This, of course, is merely the at- 
titude of Soctalistic Russia, but it is 
an attitude which we are bound to 
take into consideration, since we 
have announced that the welfare of 
Ruesia is one of our objects in this

Whether other considerations have 
influenced our gsovernrent to refuse 
the desired permission’ for\a Japa- 
Nese expedition, that refusal is be- 
coming. daily «harder to maintain. 
This ie not because of any pressure 
from Japan. 

World affairs are so shaping them- 
selves as to make some action by 
way of Siberia seem imperative. 
Germany organizing Russia 
againeat the rest of the world. She 
is daily petrating farther into that 
great country, planting crops, repair- 
ing railways, opening factories, turn- 
ing all resources to her cwn purpose. 
Something must be done to counter- 
act the German domination of Rus- 
sia. And whatever is done must be 
done through Siber' : there is no 
other way in. 

The reappearance of Kerensky 
seems to be a signal and basix« for 
such action.

On a point of 
order it was sent back to the com- 
mittee and a long series of hearings 
will doubtless be the result. 

The new prohibition amendment 
assumes that the California wine- 
grape groWers will be able to dis- 
pose of this year's crop before the 
date fixed, and it is also assumed 
by the Senators, who favored this 
plan, that the brewers will be able 
to use up all present stocks of malt 
by November 1. This legislation is 
for the duration of the war only. 

While the Senators expect that the 
hearing on the telegraph bill will 
require several weeks, one of the 
most important things to settle is 
who will administer the telegraph 
and telephone lines when they are 
taken over. It is freely predicted 
by those in a position to know that 
the bill will prohibit ‘their being ad- 
ministered by the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and some even think Congress

At a meeting late today the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, with 
litthe discussion and by a vote of 
4 to 3, decided to dispense with 
hearings on the resolution, and or- 
dered it reported to the Senate with- 
out amendment or recommendation. 

CAUSES PROTEST. 

The attempt of Chairman Smith 
to report the resolution caused af 
uproar of protest In the Senate. Aft- 
er a heated debate, Senator Hitch- 
cock of Nebraska, presiding tem- 
porarily, sustained a point cf order 
that a majority of the committee 
and not of the committeemen pres- 
ent must order a measure reported 
and rejected the report.

German Embassy.

Plaint of Atty.-Gen. Lewis, who had

BOUGHT FOR GERMANY. 
The Attorney-General charged 
that Rumely purchased the stock of 
the Mail and Express Company in 
June, 1916, from Henry L. Stoddard, 
and that in doing so he acted on be- 


half of the im German gov- 
ernment. 
The 


Attorney-General charged 
thatthe German government paid 
to Rumely, .in several transections 
connected with the purchase of the 
Mail, $1,361,000. The payments, it 
was alleged, were concealed until 
their detafis.were discovered by in- 
vestigators for the Department of 
Justice and the New York State At- 
torney-General. 

In an announcement tonight of 
tHe arrest of Dr. Rumely, Atty.-Gen. 
Lewis declared that the money was 
paid to Rumely from deposits of the 
German gcecvefnment standing in the 
name of Dr. Albert, or of Albert and 
jointly, in this city. 

The total so far traced, he added, 

is $1,361,000, 

MANNER OF PAYMENT. 

The transfers of money, Mr. Lewis 
said, were concealed in this man- 
ner: 

“Albert procured various banks. 
where the German government had 
accounts, to issue to 
the order cf one Walter L a 
member of the fermer Wal treat 
firm of,Renskorf, Lyon & Co. This 
firm in turn paid the money over 
to Rumely or to the 8.'S. McClure 
Newspaper Corporation, which had 
been organized by Rumely for the 
purposes cf the transaction. 

“In some cases Albert drew the 
money in cash and delivered it to 
the attorneys of the Embassy, 
Messrs. Hays, Kaufmann. and Lind- | 
heim, who took the cash to Rens- 
korf, Lyon & Co. They in turn made’ 
payments to Rumely. In one trane- 
action, $75,000 in billie was handled 
in this manner. Rumely then drew 
his notes to the crder of Walter 
Lyon, covering the transfers in 
money and pledges stock in the 8S. & 
McClure Newspaper Corporation to 
secure the loans. 

*RUMELY’'S REPORT. 


“Dr. Rumely, tn his report to the 
alien property custodian, made no 
disclosure of his relations with Al- 
bert or Von Bernstorff, or the im- 

rial German government. Instead,

000 to Herman Sielcken,. now de- 
ceased, upon a note, and he also 
added that the notes which he had 
given Renskorf, Lyon & Co., accom- 
panied by a pledge of the stock of 
the 8S.

SYRIA FOR RELIEF. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF WORKERS 
FOR STRICKEN COUNTRY IS 
MADE PUBLIC. 


Presenting the annual report, J. 
P. McNaughton, executive secretary 
of the Armentan-Syrian Relief Com- 
mittee for Southern California, at a 
meeting at the Y.M.C.A. yesterday 
noon, declared that the nationa!) 
committee forwarded $10,000,000 to 
Persia and Turkey during the year 
for relief work. 

Of this amount, Mr. McNaughton 
said, $165,000 was raised by South- 
ern California people. In addition 
pledges have been made for at ieas 
$40,000 more, which will be paid i 
monthly installments. 

In commenting on the situation 
obtaining in the war-stricken coun- 
tries, Mr. McNaughton read a tele- 
gram from Secretary of SBtate 
Lansing declaring ‘there is a sreat 
epidemic of typhoid and typhus and 
famine conditions are growing 
worse.

Limit on Savings Amounts at Inter- 
est Increased to Twenty-five 
Hundred Dollars. 


The limit on the amount that a 
postal-savings depositor may have to 
his credit at interest has been in- 
creased by the Postoffice Department 
from $1000 to $2500, Nonintereat- 
bearing deposits can not be accepted, 
Postmasters have been asked to 
notify depositors who have $1000 to 
their credit that $2500 may now be 
accepted.

HE CALL OF SIBERIA. 

There is a deep—even a romantic siz- 
nificance to be attached to the landing of 
American troops in Siberia. It means that 
the Aryan tribes have begun a new mi- 
ération. 

Samewhere in the misty centuries of the 
past a band of herders on the high rlains 
of Mid-Asia stirred restiessly.

On the staff of a well-known British gen- 
eral, for instance, are two officers who have 
especially distinguished themselves as Sol- 
diers. Before the war both officers were 
footmen in the home of the general on 
whose staff they are serving. It is not to 
be expected that efter the war they will re 
turn to the old job of seeing that the Illus 
tridus One's wine glass is kept filled. 

While there are not many contrasts quite 
so striking as this, at the same time there 
will be thousands of young men in our own 
army who will not willingly go back to the 
monotonous places of peace. Many of these 
boys have gone to the army straight from 
school. do not knowhow to cope 
with the problems of commercial and indus- 
trial struggles. 

It goes without saying that a lad who 
has been living a life of wild adventure in 
the open air will be restive when you tie 
him down to a desk. You remember the 
soldier of fortune in the Richard Harding 
Davis story who could not endure the pic- 
ture of himself as comiag to work every 
morning and inquiring of the conductor why 
car No, 37 was late yesterday morning. 

No, countless thousands of them will not 
be able to do it. They have had a taste of 
the outdoors. They will go back to a life 
of adventure at any cost.

IPLOMAS AND MEN. 


We, the people of the United States, 


have learned many things in the past year, 


and one of them is about diplomas and men. 


In the huge task of evolving a compact army 
from a tremendous mass of raw material, 
the heads of that army have discovered that 
a diploma does not make a man. If a man 
is a thinker and a doer, a diploma may ever 
be a guarantee that he knows how to think, 
that he is a trained thinker and that his 
mind will take no false steps and be gullty 
of little waste motion. If he is not a think- 
er, all the colleges in the world cannot 
supply him with brains. 

This is not new, but the way in which it 
applies to the army and its present needs 
is entirely so. Laws affecting the gradu- 
ation and commissioning of line officers 
have been changed many times in the past 
fifteen months and are )iable to be changed 
again. It has been discovered that larce 
numbers of men who left training schools 
for officers with commissions as captains 
and majors, were scarcely entitled to war- 
rants as top sergeants. Under the latest 
law the highest office a man can expect 
from one of these training camps is a com- 
mission as second lieutenant, and he is then 
put upon a sort of waiting list. Im fact, a 
great many of the men are graduated as 
first sergeants and sre expected to qualify 


> 


for their commissions by actual practice in 
the ranks. | 

War is the great school and most of the 
Officers for the future United States Army 
will be graduated from the firing line. If 
they are soldiers, they will find it out at 
the front and so will the world. If they 
have the stuff that commands, nothing can 
stop them from advancement. If they are 
not commanders, a commission from the 
government will not endow them with this 
ability of leadership. A plain private sol- 
dier cannot be made in three months and 
certainly a sagacious, courageous and 
trained officer cannot be made in that time. 
If a man has reasonable fitness for service, 
together with the right morals and proper 
education, three months of specific train- | 
ing may give him a theoretic knowledge of 
army technique, but only practice will make 
him an officer, and that practice can be 
had only on the battlefield. 

Uncle Sam is not stingy nor does he lack 
an appreciation, but the lives of his men, 
the fate of his armies and the destiny of his 
nation are at stake in his selection of of- 
ficers and he is going to be mighty careful 
in the future before he issues a commis- 
sion that carries with it the authority of 
the army. 


ARE LEARNING. . 

A speaker at a patriotic rally at Ex- 
position Park declared that liberty is de- 
fined in different terms since the 
started. It is well that this is so. ‘fn the 
wonderful material prosperity which this 
country has enjoyed for so many peaceful 
years there has been too great’a tendency | 
on the part of idlers, both rich and_ poor, 
to regard wealth as only a means of attain- 


ing selfish enjoyment. There has been too 
much extravagance, too much lassitude, too 
much political wire pulling, too much em- 
phasis is placed on the fallacy that per- 


sonal liberty consists in the right of the 
dividual to do as he pleases, regardless 
the welfare of society as a whole. This 
war is teaching us anew the difference be- 
tween liberty and license, showing us the 
expediency, as well as the necessity for 
sacrifice of personal pleasures and embi- 
tions, to the ends of service. Indftidualism 
suffers nothing in the process but is merely 
expanded to the point at which the indi-, 
vidual realizes his relationship with all 
other men and women and the interdepend- 
ence of the members of our one great fam- 
lly. “Selfishness is an ifeland,” and real 
freedom does not consist in isolation, in sep- 
aration, but in the consciousness of life's 
unity, in the knowledge that all men’s in- 
terests are the same and in the desire to 
realign all the forces of right and truth 
toward the end of attaining the one great. 
goal which man at present can barely 
glimpse but which surely awaits him within 
the shining realm of the Ideal. 


HEARST SCORES AGAIN.

William Randolph Hearst who, several 
months ago, diverted attention from neces- 
sary war work for a time by a silly pro- 
posal to collect money in this country to 
rebuild French towns-and villages and 
cities, without waiting for the end of the 
war. As generally happens when a man 
goes forth to sell gold >ricks, Hearst found 
buyers. Money was contributed, building 
material was bought and taken practically 
to the German front lines. Now the 
mans have that building material. Hearst 
has scored again. |

posited it in a New York bank to the credit 
of the German government. For in that 
case the Germans could not use it before the 
end of the war.

sion apparently has made a mistake in the figures
